Of particular concern to us is the testimony 
of Tung Kuci-scn， Appcaring on the witncss 
stand for the first time， Tung frecly admitted 
his participation in the fatal Shooting Of Henry 
Liu，but successfully convinced both the Fecd- 
cral judge and jury that the killing was not 
part of the racketecring activity of the gang 
but 8 political assassination carriecd out on 
order of the Taiwan government and out of 
personal patriotism，The intent， according to 
Tung，was to Silence or punish Liu for his 
political writings on the precsidcnt of Taiwan 
ASs a rcsult，Tung was acquitted of racketcering 
charge related to Liu' death and convicted 
instcad only of conspiring to import and dis- 
tributc heroin from Thailand 

For the first time Since Liuys dcath，wec have 
Sworn tcstimony of the motive bechind the 
aSSasSination of Liu from one of the consSbpira- 
tors， Tung made it very clear that the inten- 
tion was to deprive Liu of his constitutional 
right of free Speech as an American citizcn， 
For this recason he escaped conviction of racke- 
tcecring charge in the NY_ court 

We belicve that Tung's tcstimony，together 
with his many precs5 intervicws，warrants the 
immediate impancling of a Federal grand Jury 
to _ investigatec into possible violation of Liu's 
civil rights， Such an invcstigation has long 
becn advocatecd by the _ Committee to Obtain 
Justice for Henry Liu and several Congressional 
lcaders familiar with the case in the past two 
ycars precisely bccause of the chilling effect 
the assSassination has had on all Chincese Ameri- 
CQns， 

Like the Vincent Chin case， we cannot 
afford to lct the perpetrator gct away with 
murder，cspccially when the intent was to 
deprive Henry Liu of his constitutionally 
8uarantccd rights as an American citizen。 

Weitherefore callaorn US Attorncey-General 
Edwin Meese to revicew the tcstimony of Tung 
and to detcrmine if he should be indicted for 
violating the civil rights of Henry Liu， We 
alSo urge our elected officials to initiate 
indepecndant inquiries into poSsSible illegal 
Taiwan activities among Chinese Americans in 
light of the massive _ evidence disclosed during 
the NY trial by the FEBL. 

The frecedom and rights of Chinese Ameri- 
cans must be defended， To do nothing in the 
face of growing evidence is to condone viola- 
tion Of Chinese American rights and to rclegatec 
Chinesc Americans to second-class_ citizens。 

We are pleased to note that the US Depart- 
ment of Justice acted promptly and correctly in 
its decision to Seek a new trial for the sus- 
pectecd murderer of Vincent Chin in the wake 
of widespread protest from the Asian American 
community. 

In a unanimous decision，a_ three-judge panel 
of the US Court of Appeals for the Sixth_Cir- 
cult in Cincinnati reversed the murder convic- 
tion Of Chin's killer based on violation of 
Chin's civil rights， The unexpected ruling sent 
a Shock wave across the nation and drew a 
chorus of criticisms from Asian civil rights 
organizations， 

We are impressed by the nationally coordi- 
natced efforts of Several ASsian organizations in 
bringing about the Speedy decision by the 
Justice Department， AS usual，Representative 
Norman Mineta Spoke out forcefully and acted 
effectively on behalf of the Asian American 
community. Let's hope that，this time，there 
will be no technical flaws or mishandling in 
the prosecution processS，

will permit athletes to compete in Beijing 
remains a major question， 

China's _ civil war was fought four decades 
ag0， At this time，it is obvious that neither 
Beljing nor Taipei is cager to engage in war. 
We hope that contacts through Sports could lead 
to cvcentual dialogue， If _ South _ and North 
Korca can meet through the Red CrosSSs，there is 
no rcason why officals from Beijing and Taipei 
cannot make contact through international 
organizations Such as the Olympics Committee，
